Until the reign of Henry VIII. there was only one Secre- || 
tary of State; and until the reign. of Elizabeth, the Secreta- 
ries were never of the privy council. From that time to the | 
preſent, there have been two Secretaries of State, and ſome- 
times three, and thus council has feldom been beld without 
the preſence. of at leaſt one of them. From the death of 
Queen Anne to the rebellion of 1745, there was a third Se- 
cretary for Scotland; and from 1768, to the loſs of America 
in 1782, there was one for the colonies. The departments 
of the two Secretaries are divided into one foreign, the other 
domeſtic. With the home Secretary, all grants, pardons, 
and regulations in civil matters of every kind, are made out 
and executed. To the foreign Secretary belong all diſpatches 
to and from other courts, and all buſineſs appertaining to the 
fame. They have the/ cuſtody of the privy ſignet, becauſe 
the King's private letters are ſealed with it., There are four 
clerks of the ſignet who make out grants, patents, &c. 
which have the ſign manual; to which the ſigne t being added, 
it is a warrant to the privy ſeal; as the privy ſeal is a warrant 
to the great ſea}. The paper-office belongs to the Secretaries 
of State, where all papers, letters, nen eren
